WASHINGTON, Sept. 16 (NYT). 
~—Top zides to Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger who, at his re- 
quest, went to five cities to fing 
out what Americans think about 
US. foreign policy, have reported 
back to him that the people find 
it lacking in idealism and moral 
content. 

The theme running throughout 
all five reports was succinctly 
stated in one: “In sum, we found 
distrust of this government's ef- 
fectiveness in carrying out policies 
intended to express the public's 
humanitarian concerns.” 

The memorandums of the aides 
were obtained by The New York 
Times from an administration of- 
ficial who said he felt that public 
disclosure of their content would 
help Jimmy Carter in his quest 
for the presidency. Mr. Carter 
has heen stressing the need for 
more attention to human values 
in US. foreign policy. 

Indictment of Diplomacy 

From each of the “town meet- 
ings," as they were called, the 
aides carried back to Mr. Kis- 
singer messages that constituted 
an indictment of much of his 
diplomacy for being “insufficient- 
ly concerned with the protection 
of human rights,” for letting Mos- 
cow get the better of détente, for 
conducting covert operations and 
for not doing enough about do- 
mestic priorities and the needs 
of developing nations. 

The “town meetings” began m 
Pittsburgh Feb. 18 and ended in 
Milwaukee April 30, after sessions 
in Portland, Ore, San Francisco 
and Minneapolis, 

‘The format was about the same 
for each, Local world-affairs 
councils and uniyersities would 
arrange daylong meetings between 
four senior Kissinger aides and 
local businessmen, labor leaders, 
academicians and ethnic groups. 
The aides would “listen” to their 
views and answer questions. 'Tele- 
vision time was arranged to 
answer questions on the air. In 
addition, public opinion surveys 
of 300 citizens were conducted in 
each area, In four out of five 
eases. the public opinion surveys 
matched the impressions that the 
aides received from the meetings, 

Policy Objectives 

The meetings and the surveys 
eovered four issues: Soviet-U.5. 
relations, relations with the devel- 
oping countries, the role of values 
in policy and policy objectives. In 
some places, food policy was 
discussed as Well 

The idea for these fact-finding 
missions wes suggested by the 
Public Affairs Bureau οἵ the State 
Department and were intended to 
complement Mr. Kissinger’s own 
series of “heartland” speeches, 
which he began a year and a half 
ago and still continues. 

‘The purpose of the “heartland” 
Gpeeches was for Mr. Kissinger 


to take his case on foreign policy 
directly to local communities. 
The reports of his aides in- 
dicated thet he had not been 
successful in getting his ideas 
across. The report from Pitis- 
burgh, for example, stated that 
“despite your own major efforts, 
the department as a whole has 
not come to grips with a fairly 
serious communications problem.”

| Conferees Move to Restrict 
Abortions Paid by Medicaid 


By David Ε, Rosenbaum 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 16 
(NYT).—A Senate-House confer- 
ence committee voted yesterday 
to outlaw, im most instances, 
payment for abortions under the 
federal Medicaid program, but 
the committee specified certain 


cases in which payment for such 


abortions would be permissible. 

The conferees’ agreement was 
an attempt to break a summer~ 
Jong deadlock between the Sen~ 
ate and the House on the abor~ 
tion question. The deadlock has 
held up final passage of 2 $57- 
billion appropriation for the 
Department of Labor. 

‘The House has repeatedly yvot~ 
ed to probibit the use of any 
federal money to pay for abor- 
tions. The Senate has been 
equally adamant in opposing 
such 8. probibition. 

‘The language of the compro~ 
mise sentence reads as follows, 
“None of the funds contained in 
this act sball be used to perform 
abortions except where the life 
of the mother would be endan~ 
gered if the fetus were carried 
fo term.” 

That prohibition was softened, 
however, im the official report 
prepared by the conferees, which 
accompanies the legislation and 
which carries the force of law. 

The report stated that abor- 
tions under Medicaid and other 
federal programs would bé per- 
missible #f the mother had kid- 


ney disease, tultiple sclerosiz 
and other diseases or if she were 
the victim of incest or rape. Fur- 
ther, the report declered the 
measure was not intended to 


prohibit the government from - 


paying for intrauterine devices 
or drugs to prevent the impian- 
tation of the fertilized ovum. 

The critical sentence of the 
report reads as follows, ‘It is the 
intention of the conferees to 
“mit the financing of abortions 
under the Medicaiq program to 
instances where the performance 
of an abortion is deemed by ὦ 
physician to be of medical neces- 
sity and to prohibit payment for 
abortions as a method of family 
planning or for emotional or 
social convenience.” 

According to the Department 
of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare, between 250,000 and 300,000 
women hed abortions last year 
that were paid for by Mediczid, 
the federel program that fi- 
nances medical care for the in-

PARIS, Sept. 16 (HT:.—What 
statesman. still living today has 
seen his career stretch from 
Clemencean to Valéry Giscard 
d'Estaing, hes been on close 
terms with most of the great 
Western leaders of this ceniry 
and at age 88 has decided io tell 
the story? 

The answer is Jean Monnet, 
the “éminence στίπε of Europe.” 
who for more than half a cen- 
tury has influenced the destinies 
of the nations of Western Eu- 
rope. His 600-page memoirs, 
now being translated into English, 
have just been published here. 

The least Prench of French- 
men, Mr. Monnet has done 35 
much to shape events for France 
in this century as any other man, 
including De Gaulle. Tirelessly 
toiling to recreate the Europe of 
Charlemagne, from the North Sea 
to the Mediterranean, Mr. Mon- 
net was the iaspiration behind 
the European Economic Commu- 
nity, It is fair to ask whether 
the EEC would exist today with- 
out him, 

Yet his instincts are so little 
French that in his book he con- 
tinually tweaks his countrymen 
for their nationalism, their “taste 
for paradox,” their egocentricity. 
De Gaulle, with whom Mfr, Mon- 
net almost never agreed, is paint- 
ed as the supreme egocentric, al- 
though, the author makes clear, 
a genius. 

He tells how during the tumul- 
tuous days of June, 1940, when De 
Gaulle had just arrived in Lon- 
do.. at the fall of France, he in- 
vited the general to dinner, Ar- 
riving before Mr. Monnet had 
returned home, “De Gaulle was 
met by my wife, and immediately 
plunged into a disconcerting si- 
lence. To break this aiznosphere, 
Silvia asked him how long his 
mission was going to last: I am 
not on a mission, madame,’ he 
replied.

The traditional approach of the Democrats 
fias been to fight among themselves with 
great abandon during the preliminaries and 
then find a sudden unity in the finals.

It is generally assumed that Democratic 
chances for both a Senate seat and the New 
York electoral votes have been damaged by 
the primary contest. , 

But there are contradictions on the Repub- 
ean side as well. James Buckley had little

difficulty in gaining renomination for his 
senatorial seat. But he is about as conser- 
vative as any senator outside the Deep 
South; he won his first victory in 1970 a9 
representative of the Conservative party over 
both Repubiican and Democratic candidates 
and with the at least tacit support of Pres- 
ident Nixon, who was convinced that Buck~ 
ley's Republican opponent, Charles Goodell, 
had strayed too far to the lett 


But now Buckley nas only one serious op- 
ponent—and New York is not a conservative 
state. It was long the headquarters of the 
Republican liberal “Eastern Establishment.” 
Under Governor Dewey the party pioneered 
in civil rights legislation before that cause 
had become popular. and if also. under both 
Dewey and Rockefeller. was noted for pro- 
gressive social attitudes. 

These may be less popular today. but 
despite the Democratic dissensions it seems 
fairly obvious that Senator Buckley has a 
hard fight on his hands. 

The ironies of the New York situation per~ 
vade the whole national campaign. If Carter, 
for example, wins the farmers away irom the 
Republicans by condemning embargoes on 
grain sales, how will this affect the labor 
leaders who forced Ford to impose those 
embargoes? 

The campaign of 1976, in sum, shows that 
great fluidity predominates in party loyalties. 
ideological notions and economic interests 
within the United States. More, it has yet 
to be demonstrated that the leaders, the 
presidential candidates. can impose any 
sharp definitions, any clear pattern of ideas 
or action, upon the images they project. Per- 
haps the debates between them will do that 
—but it would be rash indeed to bet on that. 


Black Days in the ‘Cone’ 


Within the span of a single week recently, 
these were the top news stories from the

® A distinguished two-man investigative 
team for the International League for 
Human Rights reported the worst repression 
in Paragnay—murder, torture, mass arrests, 
indefinite detention without trial —since 
Gen. Alfredo Stroessner came to power in a 
nulitary eoup 22 years ago. 

Φ Uruguay's military rulers ended any 
pretense of constitutional behavior by in- 
stalling as President a conservative lawyer 
who promptly canceled the political rights 
of 1.500 prominent citizens—inciuding the 
Jeaders of all parties and two former pres- 
idents—for a 15-year period. 

© Richt-wing terrorists bombed syna- 
gogues and other Jewish centers in Argen- 
tina, distributed antl-Semitic Hterature and 
deciared “all-out war* on the “Jewish-Bol- 
ahevik plutocracy.” And an American Cath- 
olic priest, emerging from two weeks in 
prison, said widespread atrocities in Argen- 
tina are toierated and sometimes even per- 
petrated by the police and the military. 

©® A report issued by the International 
Commission of Jurists said torture, arbitrary 
arrest, exile and other human rights viola-~ 
tions are still occurring at an alarming rate 
in Chile nearly three years after the over- 
throw by a military junta of President Sal- 
vador Allende's elected government. 

In Paraguay, Gen. Stroessner has main- 
tained an iron dictatorship and a state of 
siege ever since he seized power in 1954. But 
for years. Uruguay and Chile had been South 
America’s most durable democracies. In 
each. a combination of economic difficulty 


and left-wing excesses—in Uruguay by the 
Tupamaro guerrillas, in Chile by a Marxist 
government—provoked a coup by heavy- 
handed milttary leaders. Now the outrages 
committed or condoned by the officers have 
driven into opposition even many citizens 
who had welcomed the initial military inter- 
vention. ; 

Chile's military junta observed the third 
anniversary of its assumption of power by 
releasing 205 political prisoners, But it ac- 
companied this gesture with an extension of 
the state of slege, fresh threats against the 
remaining.political parties and a declaration 
of the “definitive death” of the country's 
traditional democracy. 

Anti-Semitism is not new te Argentina 
but the latest outbreaks are the worst in 
years. They are linked to the campaign of 
terror waged against a wide spectrum of 
leftists, Iftberals and intellectuals by a group 
of ex-Peronists who openly espouse fascism. 
The ruling junta has finally shut down a 
publishing house thaf had been issuing pro- 
Nazi and anti-Semitic literature; but the 
military’s -anti-terrorism drive continues to 
be directed almost entirely at leftist groups 
while rightist forces continue to function 
with evident impunity.

1, ποον-π spite of the 
words of praise and the 
tears of grief for him evident in 
Peking, what we are really 
seeing now are the first moves 
toward the dethronement of 
Mao Tse-tung. 

Altbongh the two main fac- 
fions in the Peking sirugele— 
the moderates and the radicals 
~-both claim Mao's mantle, there 
is no doubt that his true legacy 
belongs to the radicals. In the 
struggle that was evident in 
Peking until the very day of 
Mao's death, the moderates 
wented to re-establish the orderly 
ways of government and of eco- 
nomic development that had been 
repeatedly disturbed by Mao's 
search far the revolutionary ideal. 
But while the moderates control 
the government and party ma- 
chine, the radicals control the 
information media and the 
masses, whom they are able to 
bring out into the streets for an 
organized show of force. 

Tt was in the interest of the 
radicals that the funeral arrange- 
ments should include an ἐπι:

fountainhead in Peking: This 
would have enabled them to use 
their-- control οὗ. the informa- 
tion media to assert their claim 
to the Mao inheritance by iden- 
tifying themselves with his teach- 
ing, while denying any such 
claim by the moderates, as indeed 
they have been doing during the 
party struggle preceding his 
death. But the opportunity to do 
so was denied to them by the 
decision to publish an agreed 
leadership declaration on Mao's 
death in which radical and 
moderate themes were carefully 
balanced against each other.

By 
that time the moderates would 
have hoped to wrest from the 
radicals at least some of the 
power Mao bad bequeathed to 
them, and the Peking rally could 
no longer be used to trigger a 
take-over by the radicals.

In this way, then. the first 
decision made by the Peking 
leadership after Mao's death con- 
stituted the first step im a 
progression that will ultimately 
lead to the renunciation of the 
cult of Mao, as the death of 
Stalin led to de-Stalinization. Tt 
may be difficult so soon after 
Mao's death to accept the in- 
evitability of the process, which 
is perhaps why virtually all com- 
mentators and analysts shrink 
from any such conclusion and 
maintain that the Soviet pattern 
will not be repeated in China.

“My hope is to sail in April and 
return in November. You will 
therefore be 50 good 2s to send 
me the bill for the Sauterne. This 
proves a mosi excellent wine, and 
seems to have hit the pelate of 
‘the Americans more than any 
“wine I have ever seen in France." 

Jefferson never returned to 
France. But he never lost his in- 
terest in wine. He bought vines 
from the greatest vineyards in 
Burgundy and Bordeaux and im- 
ported skilled vineyardists to cul~ 
tivate them. They died, of course, 
from the phylorera.

The Declining U.S. Test Scores 


‘By Gene 1. Maeroff 


NEw YORE (NYT).—The de- 
line-in the scores of U.S. 
high school seniors on the Scho- 


. lastiec Aptitude Test, which has 


been ἃ major focus of the nation- 
debate over eduoational 


shows that in the 1975-"76 year 
the average score ΟἹ One part of 
the test, the verbal portion, drop- 
ped. three more points and the 
average score on the other part, 
tiathematics, remained at its 
Jowest level ever, which was 
reached in 1974-"75. 

Although overall student per- 
formance did not falter as badly 
in 1975-16 as in 1974-76, the 
dovuward trend di not end and 
test scores failed to rise for the 
13th cousecutive year. 

: Causes Uncertain 


The worsening scores on the 
Scholastic Aptitude Test, along 
with a sag in several other prin- 
cipal indicators of student prog- 
ress, have produced an avalanche 
of possible explanations. Most 
experts maintain, however, that 


. the causes of the faltering test 


scores are highly uncertain. 

There has been no improve- 
ment in either of the two portions 
of the test since 1968, when the 
averages were #78 on the verbal 
part and 5020n the mathematical 

Last year’s three-point verbal 
decline left the average at 2 new 
low of 431. The mathematical 
average stayed at 472, 

The aptitude test, which is 
scored on a range of 200 to 800, 
je used by most of the nation's 
prestigious colleges and univer- 
sities as an important criterion 
for admissions. 

A commission created last year 
by the college board to investigate 
the reasons for the decline in 
scores is scheduled to make an 
interim report of its findings 

More Light’ 

“The more we've looked into 
this thing, the more complex it 
Becomes,” said a commission 
member who asked not ta be 
identified. “Maybe we'll get a 
little more. light inte a very dark 
tunnel, but we won't have a de- 
fimitive statement.”
